Washington, D. C., June 5.—({Special.}—In 
view of the insistent public opinion which 
Tus TRIBUNE recently has demonstrated to

It may not be en- 
acted into @,law at this session, but it prob- 
ably will get as far as the conference com- 
‘mittee so it can be reported upon next winter 
and adopted at thet time. 

The present intention is to call up the pure 
food bill as soon as debate on the sundry 
civil appropriation measure can be decently 
choked off. The discussion of the pure food 
bill will be allowed to run on a little while, 
and then if there is a disposition to prolong 


7 mt a special rule will be reported at once. 


It is believed the pure food measure can be 
passed in the house after two or three days’ 


debate. 
Majority for Measure. 
So far as can be learned, there is an over- 
whelming majority for the measure, and this 
makes all the more remarkable the timorous 


political tactics which sought to defer action 


until after the congressional elections in 
Nov r. The clubwomen and Tun Tur 
UNE een them forced the leaders of the 
house to take action, otherwise they would 
have allowed the bill to remain in a condition 
of suspended animation until next winter 
and probably would have defeated it outright 
Asa matter of course, the agitation over the 
packing houses has called renewed attention 
to the absolute necessity of the passage of the 
pure food bill of the character of that which 
mow is before the house. Government in- 
spection of meat at Chicago as.it now is pre- 
pared for export takes into consideration but 
little except the downright healthfulness of 


the animal at the time of slaughter. 


Even the Beveridge bill does not 
that the federal inspection should eee. 
the details of manufacture. The cleanliness 
of buildings except so far as that bears: ‘upon 
downright unhealthfulness of meat products 
is a matter which concerns the local health 
authorities rather than the federal govern- 
ment, Inspection, even if conducted in the 


most rigid manner, probably would not put an 
ee end to the greatest fraud of all, which. lies 
in the misbranding of articles which are in 


themeelves healthy enough. 


Billy Lorimer Aids Packers. 
It is a matter of more than ordinary sig- 
nificance that Billy Lorimer, who recently 
has been openly opposed to the president 
and to Secretary Wilson and who has fought 
the battle of the packers against any kind 
of government inspection, also has been one 
of the most persistent opponents of ihe pure 
food bill. He introduced a measure which 
is not satisfactory to anybody at all in the 
agricultural department, and the committee 
on agriculture, of which Mr. Wadsworth 18 
chairman and Lorimer a member, has dem- 
onstrated ‘ts hostility to the pure food bill 
all through the session. 
In fact, it generally is understood in the 
house it was the influence of the packers 
even more than that of the patent medicine 
men and whisky blenders which was suf- 
ficient to put the pure food bill to sleep for 
sO many weeks.

Mothers desiring to give,their babies treat- 
ment are told to begin by putting them to

An hour each day is long 
enough for baby to spend on a snowbank at 
first, but the period may bt lengthened or 
shortened, according to results.

Another good plan, although it is not recom- 
mended for universal use, is to permit the 
crooning infant to sleep out of doors from 
the moment the stork has made its departure. 
The sooner the cold air treatment is begun 
the better. Mothers suffering from insom- 
nia may vary the cold air treatment by al- 
lowing their heire apparent to spend the 
night on the back porch. The all night 
treatment ia not recommended to snorers, 
though, for the reason that some bold Pat“ 
Crowe might come along between snores and 
carry Klondike sack, baby, and all away. 

The chilled water feature is introduced into 
the course after the cold air and snow bank 
applications have accustomed the baby to 
low. temperatures. It consiste of regular 
bathing in cold water, The club women were 
assured that their infants would cry for cold 
baths after they had had one. 

The ¢linic was conducted by Mrs, Winona 


brought to the convention by Mrs. Lydia 
Avery Coonley Ward of Chicago for the 
purpose of giving clubwomen a few heipful 
hints on the care of baby. The clinic was 
announced from the platform of the conven- 
tion hall yesterday by President Sarah Platt 
Decker, who declared Mra.

Mothers All Want to Hear. 


Most of the clubwomen decided they would 
like-to know something about the care of a 
baby. So when a little flgure in black, stand- 
ing beside a showcase filled with patented 
appliances for the use of young mothers, was 
presented as Mrs. Abbott the hall was 
thronged. The clinic was attended by both 
married and unmarried delegates. Some 
said they came because they had a mother- 
in-law’s interest in their grandchildren, 
some said they were there as proxies for 
neighbors at home who were struggling with 
the great problem of raising children, others 
came because of the sociological value of the 
clinic, and some because they said they had 
an impersonal, altruistic interest in all forms 
of life, and a few came because they had 
babies at home. 

In addition to being let into the secret of 
developing baby Ajaxes, the clubwomen 
with babies at home were told how they 
could manage to read a paper on The Boy 
Problem at their club and attend to baby 
at home at the same time. An invention for 
the mechanical care of an infant while its 
fond mother is engaged in club activities 
was displayed, together with other useful 
devicés calculated to reduce maternal cares 
to a minimum and place club life within the 
reach of all. The mechanical baby tender 
resembles a cage without a top. Its side 
bars of white willow are two and one-half 
feet high. On one side of the “den” is a 
rack for a milk bottle and on the other side 
| a rack for a rattle. 


No Place for Soothing Sirup. 


All the baby would have to do to satisfy 
either the cravings.of hunger or the longing 
for play would be to outreach its hands to 
one side of the cage or the other. Everything 
calculated to give baby a heavenly time is 
provided for in the cage. No compartment 
for soothing sirup was introduced into the 
specifications, as Mrs. Abbott explained 
soothing sirup was more Geleteriqus than 
hours of crying. 

Incidentally, the clubwomen were told how 
to dress a squirming babe, how to serve a 
five course meal without getting up from the 
dinner table, how to prevent their children 
from getting knockkneed or bowlegged, and 
how to furnish the baby with a night’s sup- 
ply of sterilized milk without making a trip 
to the kitchen ice chest. They also were told 
how to button an infant to its bed 80 it could 
not fall out. 

As a foreword, Mrs. Abbott presented an 
inviolable set of bylaws for the government of 
the babe. By closely observing the rules the 
most petulant and fractious infant soon will 
become meek and submissive. 


Some Rules for “Baby.” 
The rules as set forth are: 
Never turn a baby’s head downward while dress- 

it.

Never use the indispensable safety pin. Use 
buttons instead. 
Always put clothes on « baby by way of the 
feet—never via the head. 
Make ell clothes so that they button at the shoul- 
der and down the sides of the sleeves.

Give a baby plenty of physical culture. Begin

Grand Jury Summoned to Inquire 
Into Kankakee Hospital. 


NEW CHARGE BY PREACHER. 


Former Patient Sends Letter Detailing 
Acts of Attendants.

Kankakee, III., June 5.—[Special.]—The 
searchlight of the Kankakee county grand 
ered adie pad eg alin om face tp 


of brutality toward patients of Woth sexes, 

especialy those involved in the recent case of 

Miss Kittie Ward of Champaign, who gave 

birth to @ male child on May 20, will be the 

‘subject of a thorough and impartial investi- 
gation. 

Further startling charges of inhumanity 
to patients are made by the Rev. Walter A. 
Evans, former Congregational minister at 
Plainfield, III., who was a patient of the in- 
stitution: 

Judge Frank L. Hooper today called to- 
wether for @ special session the grand jury, 
which had been discharged several weeks 
ago after indicting two employés of the hos- 
pital for stealing milk. Judge Hooper 
charged the jury to carefully investigate the 
Ward case and use special efforts to detect 
the offender, who is supposed to be an em- 
ployé. Previous investigations by the hos- 
pital trustees and the board of charities have 
failed to disclose his identity. 

„It ie not necessary, said Judge Hooper, 
“that you concern yourself. with the man- 
agement and control of the institution, ex- 
cept insofar as it may be material in deter- 
mining whether or not a material violation 
of the criminal law has occurred. 


To Investigate Law’s Violations. 


„ Whether or not changes should be made 
or reforms inaugurated in the operation of 
e¢lemosynary institutions of the state is not 
for the court to determine. Such powers 
have been delegated to other departments 
of the state government. 

“ Nevertheless, your investigation of any 
violations of criminal law should be fear- 
leas. Other investigations of the matter 
to which your attention has been called have 
been made, but such fact does not excuse 
or justify the court, of which you form a 
part, from the performance of its duty 
under the law.” 

Those who know Judge Hooper are confi- 
dent of his determination to leave no ave- 
nues of investigation unexplored in detect- 
ing criminal acts of whatever character at 
the hospital. He was elected last year on 
an independent ticket, though opposed by 
all of the organization of che republican and 
democratic machines with unlimited money. 
John Small, a brother of Len Small, was 
his opponent on the republican ticket. 
Small’s defeat was the most grievous blow 
the boss ever suffered. 

„The investigation,” said Judge Hooper 
tonight, “ will not be limited to the Ward 
case, but will include anything of a criminal 
nature called to our attention.” 


Writing Book on Horrors. 


The Rev. Mr. Evans was discharged from 
the hospital a year and a half ago. He now 
in writing a book on the horrors of the in- 
stitution. He has made a number of specific 
adcusations of extreme cruelty against hos- 
pital attendants, most of whom still are em- 
ployed at the institution. In a communica- 
tion, which will be forwarded by Judge 
Hooper to J. Bert Miller, state’s attorney, 
the Rev. Mr. Evans says: 

„ have a scapular onde worn around the 
neck of a young man in B 1, Kankakee, Mee- 
ham by name, who was practically kicked 
and beaten to death by four attendants in 
1002 for no greater offense than shuffling his 
feet on the floor to relieve his nervousness, 
at he was compelled to sit in a straight, hard- 
backed chair all day. They tore his clothes 
into shreds. 

„ myself, was nearly beaten to death on 
Aug. 29, 1901, in the bathroom of Al (A and B 
both are known as violent wards). I was 
kicked in the face, stamped on, and the 
eighth, ninth, and tenth ribs on my right side 
were broken. Afterwards I was put in B 1, 
‘where I was beaten, kicked, and abused by 
attendants. I was in the hospital five days 
aud finally was caried on a stretcher to the 
dying ward, where I would have died but for 
a friendly attendant, who informed my rela- 
tives. 

“On July 8, 1008. 1 saw four attendants in 
B. 1 piteh into 4 negro patient from Chi- 

„knock him down, kick him clear across 
the ward, and another attendant jump on

Dec. 22, 1902, I saw regular attendants 
pound and kick an epileptic patient from 
Kankakee until he was nearly dead.

I saw him in the bathroom 
of B. 1. He was a mass of bruises and the 
blood had settled under his skin from head 
to foot. 

At the same time they nearly killed an old 
man from Mattoon. They dragged him clear 
across the ward by the neck, the blood streak- 
ing across the floor. The place looked like a 
slaughter house.“ 


Dr. Corbus Is Skeptical. , 
Supt. Corbus said tonight that the Rev. 
Mr. vans was a violent patient and that 
9 did not take any stock in his stories. Said 
e: 
“I have received many letters from him 
and have paid no attention to them.

The board of trustees, who were in session 
today, passed 4 resolution commending the 
action of Judge Hooper in calling a grand 
jury and etating they would afford every 
President B. E. Sunny 
of the board said: 

“We did not take any action regarding 
Dr. Corbus. He hae told us that his resig- 
nation is ready but we do not care to ap- 
point any successor just now, and may not 
for several weeks.“ 

The trustees intend to take plenty of time 
to select 4 new superintendent. They have 
settled that he is to be a man of institutional 
experience. It ip said Dr. V. H. Podstata 
of Dunning is barred, because four years 
ago two patients gave birth to children while 
he was in charge of the north wards as as- 
sistant chief of the medical staff. 


Alienists Anxious for the Place. 


Some of the alienists who have been offered 
the position, it is said, or who have made 
application, are Dr. William.Maben, super- 
intendent of Manhattan hospital, New York, 
whose present salary is $6,500 (the salary at 
Kankakee being $3,500); Dr. Hurd, superin- 
tendent of the Buffalo hospital; Charles F. 
Sanborne, assistant superintendent of the 
hospital at Cherokee, Ia.; Dr. Clarke Gapen 
of Madison, Wis., who drew $5,000 a year as 
superintendent of the Kankakee hospital 
under Gov. Altgeld and made a record as 
an executive, and half a dozen dlienists in 
emalier institutions in New York.

Mendelson himself was unable to explain 
the phenomenon, He told his brothers he 
had felt a sudden tickling in his vocal 
chords and the impulse to attempt speech had 
grown so strong that he could not resist it.

While his brothers were standing speech- 
less, Mendelson ran to the telephone and 
called up his mother. 

“Hello, is that you, mother?’ he erted 
over the telephone, but Mrs. Mendelson re- 
fused to believe the voice at the other end of 
the line was that of her son Louis.

Go out and see her.“ suggested his broth- 
ers. Accordingly he boarded a car and rode 
to his mother’s house. Running up the steps 
he threw himeelf into the arms of the gray 
haired woman, who was waiting to receive 
him. Mendelson led his mother into the 
house, crying with her. 


Made Dumb by Attack of Fever. 

Mendelson lost his voice after an attack 
ot fever when he was in his seventeenth year. 
For five weeks he was bedridden and much of 
the time delirious. His recovery was slow, 
and by order of his physician he was kept in 
a dark room and not permitted to talk. 

One day when he was strong enough to sit 
up his sister asked him a question. To his 
own amazement and the distress of the other 
members of the family he could not articulate 
a syllable in reply. His vocal chords appar- 
rently were paralyzed. 

Then followed frultiess visits to specialists. 
No power of science seemed able to win back 
the lost power of speech which so singularly 
had left the boy. 

He entered business and, with the aseist- 
ance of his three brothers, was successful. 
He always was compelled, however, to ex- 
press his ideas by writing them on paper or 
by making signs with his hands. He never 
married, but continued to live with his 
mother and brothers. 

Six monthe ago he wrote on a plece of 
paper to hie brother Samuel: 

“ My voice seems to be strengthening. Do 
you think it will come back? 

Samuel did not reply to the question. He 
had given up hopes of hearing his brother 
speak years ago. |

Mendelson seemed nervous when he came 
down to business yesterday. He did not 
write on the pleces of paper, ae he wae ac- 
customed to. He could not sit still, but 
kept walking back and forth in his office. 
About noon he went out for a walk. That 
was the last his brothers saw of him until 
he returned late in the day. Then it was 
he spoke to them.

sound, unhealthful, or otherwise unfit for 
human food” should be destroyed under 
personal superintendence of the inspectors. 


Packers Fight Label Date. 
The Wadsworth-Lorimer substitute strikes

ing the label to be marked with the date upon 
which it was affixed. Officials of the agri- 
cultural department say the words “ sound 
and healthful" are not absolutely necessary, 
as the provision that food shall be fit for use 
ar human food can be construed as broadly as 
may be deemed necessary in the interest of 
public health. 

The packers are insisting strongly that no 
date shall be placed upon the label of a 
package. Thousands of pounds of meats 


which have been preserved or canned are 


kept in storage for years. It is declared that 


they are good in spite of the length of time 
they have been stored, and that people would 
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net buy them if they were to see on the label 
that they had been put up for several years. 
The substitute permits a carcass condemned 
after the first post-mortem exaniination to be 
used for any other than food purposes, while 
the Beveridge amendment requires its com- 
plete destruction. 

The Beveridge amendment directed in- 
spectors to destroy all food products found 
to be impure, unsound, and composed of un- 
healthful ingredients, or which were treated 
with or contained any dyes or deleterious 
chemicals. This provision is omitted frum 
the Wadsworth-Lorimer substitute. In place 
of it there has been inserted a direction 
“that no materials or ingredients in quan- 
tities that are unhealthfu] shall be included 
in or mixed with any food products prepared 
in any such establishment.” 


Would Retain Preservatives. 


It is provided further that this provision 
shall not apply to food producte intended 
for export and which are prepared or packed 
according to direetions of the foreign pur- 
chaser. This is unquestionably the most im- 
portant amendment that Wadsworth and 
Lorimer have proposed. The department of 
agriculture believes the packers would sur- 
render on the proposal to pay the cost of 
inepection -service from fees collected on all 
Catcasses inspected if they could get into

Secretary Wilson on Record. 

When Secretary: Wilson was before the 
committee on agriculture several months ago 
Representative Wadeworth asked him about 
the justice or Injustice of the government re- 
quiring packers to share in full or part the 
cost of inspection. This was the answer of 
the secretary. | 

It there is going to be as much difficulty 
in the future as now in getting money to pay 
for inspection as it is carried on now it would 
be much better to have the packers, which 
means the producers, pay the expenses of in- 
spection, so they can get the product out of 
the country, than to have conditions recur 
as we have them now. We have not been 
able to make the inspection our traders have 
required. We are not doing it now. The 
prospect is we are not going to get money 
from congress with which to doit. From that 
view! of the case, it is much better for the 
producers of domestic animals to pay the 
expenses of Inspection, so products can be 
shipped promptly when there is a demand for 
them, than to have the government appro- 
priate money sporadically, as has been done 
lately. 

“Tt raises the question that those of us 
who are compelled by law to do this work are 
disposed to be extravagant, and digposed to 
iIntrench on the integrity of the statutes as 
they are enacted, and it is an uncomfortable 

sition for the department of agriculture to 

ein. It there is not going to be free ex- 
perditure of money to meet the requiremente 
of the trade I would advise the committee to 
make the experiment of allowing the packers 
to pay part of the expense or the whole of it 
rather than to have the present conditions

Would Levy on Packers. 

Secretary Wilson was asked why the pro- 
aucer should not be required to pay a tax. 
The secretary responded that it would be 
necessary to begin by levying on the packers, 
and he would levy it on the producer. The 
secretary declared whether the expense for 
the conservation of the public health should 
all be put on the man who produced meat 
was a question he was not prepared te an- 
swer, but if the lawmaking power did not 
see fit to provide for the expense it was 
sauch better to let the producer do so than 
to have a glut of meat at home when it was 
wanted abroad.

Dr. BE. 8. Miller, Absorbed in Study, 
Leaves Bundle Which Conductor 
Pinds—-Police Look Into Case. 


Dr. E. 8; Miller, 3100 State street, notified 
the police late yesterday efternoon thet he 
had forgotten a package while riding on a 
State street car.” The package on investiga- 
tion proved to contain the body of an infant, 
Even before he notified the police, Dr. Miller 
asserted, he had made a trip to the claim 
office of the City raihway and was told to in- 
form. the. police. 

To the Harrison street police Dr. Miller 
tzaid he had forgotten the body and was an- 
lous to recover it. 

It ie a regrettable affair,’ sald Dr, Miller, 
“I was absorbed at the time in study and 
forgot the body, leaving it in the car. There is 
nothing mysterious about the case. I know 
the parents of the child and know that it 
lived only a few minutes after being born 
Monday evening. I was taking the body to 
my office and simply forgot it.“ 

Conductor H. J. McGinnis, who found the 
infant on @ seat in his car, declared it was 
elive at that time and called the police. The 
infant was placed in a patrol wagon and 
taken in the direction of St. Luke’s hospital. 

Before the institution was reached, the 
police say, the baby boy succumbed and the 
Wagon was turned in the direction of the 
county morgue. 

Dr. Miller hinted that the irfant’s parents 
live on the south side and are well known in 
the neighborhood of his home. Conductor 
McGinnis, however, says that the package 
containing the child was deserted in the car 
by a woman apparently 24 years old. Later 
he examined the bundle and found the infant.

FAIR WARNING TO UNCLE SAM 
BY COMMISSIONER BARTZEN. 


Chicago Official Notifies Government to 
Equip the Federal Building with Fire 
Eecapes Without Delay. 


Building Commissioner Bartzen bumped 
up against Uncle Sam yesterday, but Uncle 
Bam didn’t seem to mind it much. 

“See here, Uncle Sam,” Bartzen said, 
“you've got a fine building with your post- 
office and courts in it, but you are Violating 
the Chicago city ordinances. 

“TI give you fair warning to get a hustle 
on you and attach fire escapes to the out- 
side of your building from the fourteenth 
floor to the ground,” 

Those were not the exact words, but they 
indicate the substance of the letter which 
Commissioner Bartzen sent to Assistant 
Custodian Charles Nagel of the federal 
building. 

Mr. Nagel would not discuss the order, but 
he smiled broadly when asked if the gov- 
ernment will comply with the order of the 
bullding commissioner. 

The city building laws provide that all 
buildings over three stories high must be 
equipped with adequate exterior fire escapes. 
The federal building is sixteen stories high, 
but no provisions were (ver made for fire 
escapes. 

The general impression in the federal 
building is that when the government ac- 
quires a piece of property within a municl- 
pality, county, or state, the laws govern- 
ing those various sovereignties do not con- 
trol thet particular piece of property. 

Some authorities on state and municipa) 
laws declare that the government is just as 
amenable to local laws as any private owner 
of property. It is possible that if the gov- 
ernment does not comply with the demands 
of the clty the matter will be settled by the 
courts,

“Put It Right in the Snow.” 

“When your baby is 6 months old, dress 
it in warm clothes, put 4 mackintosh on it, 
and place it out of doors, Put it right in the 
snow. That will do it good, for the damp 
ness and moisture cannot come through the 
mackintosh. It will enjoy the snow and 
thrive on the cold weather. 

“By the. way, when you put your baby in 
a Klondike bag and put it out doors to sleep 


you must be careful of one thing--that you 


do not put on so much clothing that it will 
become overheated. 

“Now about baths. Hot baths are not 
nearly as good for babies as cold baths. My 
baby won't get into the bath unless the water 
is extremely cold. He will sitin cold water 
for an hour and a half. I would not mind 
if he sat there three hours. It would do 
him good. 

“When. you take your baby out of cold 
water be sure that you wrap him up so that 
no draft will strike him. Thatis a necessary 
precaution, as drafts are dangerous. When 
I was living in a little Illinois town a few 
years ago the neighbors came near report- 
ing me to the authorities because I put my 
baby out in the snow. I laughed at them. 
Now I have the strongest baby in the world. 
One of my boys was born paralyzed from 
the waist down. I put him through this 
treatment. Now he is substitute on the 
‘ University of Illinois football team.” 


Baby’s Cage Is Exhibited. 


Mrs. Abbott then took a model made of 
pasteboard from a glass showcase. 

Now. I'm going toshow you how you may 
make a safe place for your baby to play in,” 
she began. A small platform should be 
bullt of wood and then a fence built around it 
like this. A contrivance like this may also 
be attached to a window seat, the seat being 
used as a floor, so that the mother may be 
able to do her household work, knowing that 
her baby is out of harm’s way.“ 

Or she may leave it there when she is at 
the club,” suggested a club woman. 

„ Exactly,’’ agreed Mrs. Abbott. 

How high should the fence be?“ ques- 
tioned another. 

“Two and a half feet is about the proper 
height,“ replied Mrs. Abbott. 

And when the child grows so that he can 
climb over the fence, then what?“ 

“ Well, then take a clothes line and tie him 
to a post. I kept one of my boys tied with a 
clothes line until he was 6 years old. 

And this,“ continued the speaker, picking 
up a small box, “is the model of a baby’s 
buffet. The upper compartments may be 
used to hold medicines. In here is a heater, 
over which baby’s cereals may be placed at 
night. They will be cooked by morning. 


Get a Buffet; Sleep All Night. | 


„On either side are compartments for 
bottles. These compartments will hold twelve 
bottles of sterilized milk, a twenty-four 
hours’ supply. This buffet will hold every- 
thing that will be needed during the night. 
I would advise all mothers to have one made, 
If the buffet is set beside the bed it will do 
away with the necessity of getting up in the 
n:ght.”* 

A cabinet ice chest next was displayed. All 
manner of infants’ clothing was shown and 
cltbwomen were told how to dress baby with 
ease and comfort, in spite of its squirming, 
by resting the wiggler on the left arm and 
pulling all the clothes on it at once over its 
feet by the use of the right hand. To do this, 
it was pointed out, all the clothes must but- 
ton at the shoulders. 

Now, this is a cabinet in which a five 
cvurse dinner may be carried into the dining 
room and kept hot, so that one course after 
another may be served without any of the 
courses becoming cool.“ explained Mrs. Ab- 
bott, exhibiting another small pasteboard 
model, “and without the housew'fe and 
mother having to leave the table. The cab- 
inet should be concealed under the table. 
It is so made that the heat cannot escape 
from it. The first course is kept in the top 
drawer, the second in the second, and so on.

Find Flaws in Union Central. 

‘Milwaukee, Wis., June 5.—Some interesting 
facts regarding the business of the Union 
Central Life Insurance company of Ohio, 
which are not likely to be pleasing to its 
policy holders, were brought out when the 
Wisconsin special legislative committee in- 
vestigating insurance companies resumed its 


hearings today. 


It was shown that some policy holders had 
received more and some less than their fair 
share of dividends, that the nonparticipating 
business of the company had during a term of 
years been conducted at a loss, which hadto 
be made good out of the gains from the par- 
ticipating business, and that it has been the 
practice to pay stockholders larger divi- 
dends than the earnings of the company have 
justified. 

The examination at the first session was 


conducted by Miles M. Dawson, who was 


‘consulting actuary of the Armstrong com- 
Kork. and who is now in 8 
1 
b en through his questions, attempted 
to show that the life rate endowment policy 
of the Union Central company partakes of 
the nature of a semi-tontine so far as de- 
forred dividends are concerned, and that the 
maturities upon the shorter term plans are 
more disappointing in their results than upon 
the longer term plans. 


Dividends on Policies Vary. 


F. H. Hardcastle, associate actuary of the 
company, admitted that while % per cent 
has been credited to life rate endowment, a 
round rate of only 5 per cent had been credit- 
ed to annual dividend policies during recent 
years. 

It was brought out that the gains credited 
to these life rate endowment policies were 
not derived exclusively from the forfeitures 


| of deferred dividend policies of the same 


class, but that all policies, annual dividend 
as well as deferred accumulation policies, 
shared in the profits from forfeitures. 

This afternoon it developed that the capital 
stock of the Union Central Life Insurance 
company. which is $100,000. pays a fixed divi- 
dend of 10 per cent a year, the dividends be- 
ing allotted in semi-annual installments. It 
was stated that the assets of the company do 
not earn 10 per cent, but that the capital 
stock of the company was invested the same 
as the other assets, and that the difference 
between the rate earned by the assets and the 
amount paid the stockholders contributed an 
expense to the company of $4,000 per year. 


Stock Dividends Not Reduced. 


Secretary Marshall said that up to the last 
two years the stockholders had been liable 
for double the amount of their stock, and 
that this contingent liability had been con- 
sidered sufficient basis for the interest al- 
iowed the stockholders. No move had, how- 
ever, been made to reduce the stock dividend 
since the contingent Liability had been re- 
moved by statute. 

It was brought out that recently an inves- 
tigation had been made to see what the profits 
ef the company’s nonparticipating business 
Lad been during a given term of years. The 
ectuary found that instead of a profit there 
had been a lose of $95,000, which loss had 
been borne by the business of the company 
written on the mutual plan.

That voucher had to be O. K. d 
by an executive officer of the company. The 
men who Aid the O. K.ing were Dr. Gillette 
and Grannis. Then a large part of the money 
would be handed over to them to go into 
their trustee accounts. 

District Attorney Jerome has questioned 
both Dr. Gillette and Grannis about the re- 
sponsibility of these trustee accounts. It is 
understood they have put it up to former 
high officers of the company. So far as 
known, the eccounts never were authorized 
by the board of trustees or any committee 
of that board. Dr. Gillette and Grannis 
used the money, it is said, at their discretion, 


Washington After Mutual Reserve. 

Tacoma, Wash., June 5.--[Special.]—The 
state insurance commissioner has received 
evidence that the Mutual Reserve Insurance 
company of New York is vlolating the anti- 
rebate law of the state. Acting in conjunc- 
tion with the attorney general's office the 
commissioner is taking steps to prosecute 
the company. 

The general insurance law of the state 
provides that the license of any company 
shall be immediately revoked when it is 
found to be violating the anti-rebate statute, 
but the Mutual Reserve company was ad- 
mitted under a later and special act. How- 
ever, it is almost a certainty that the pro- 
ceedings to be immediately begun against 
this company will result in its being shut 
out of this state. 


LOAN SHARKS PROFIT WHEN 
PAY OF POLICE S DELAYED. 


Roll for April Salaries Sent to Con- 
troller’s Office on May 19 Not Yet 
Returned. 


Investigation of the cause of the police 
pay roll being held up five days this month

The verdict means that Canfield must pay 
lelahunty, according to the reckoning of 
3 $48,081.

Finding, at it did, for the full amount 
cleimed by Delahunty, the jury's verdict 
a.nounts to this: 

For lawyers’ services in keeping the gam- 
bler out of jail from Dec. 2, 1902, the night of 
tne raid, till about July, 1904, when Delahunty 
and Canfield parted, $32,500, leas cash ad- 
vanced, $405; balance in Delahunty’ s favor, 
$32,004. 

For the collection of three $100,000 notes 
executed in Canfield’s favor by Reginald C. 
Vanderbilt, on a compromise settlement of 
$130,000, Delahunty gets his full claim of 25 
per cent, that is $32,500, but against this there 
is a cash payment of $5,000.to be allowed; 
also three notes made by Delahunty aggre- 
gating $14,500. 

The balance in Delahunty's favor here 
again is $13,000. The notes date back some 
years and carry interest to date. The net re- 
sult, according to computations made by the 
lawyers, is that Delahunty is entitled to a 
judgment for services against Canfield for 
$72,753, while Canfield is entitled to a counter 
claim on notes for $24,671. The difference of 
$48,081 is the amount of the judgment against 
Canfield, to which Delahunty becomes en- 
titled by the verdict. 


Hicden Cause of Suit Suspected. 


Mooney was the recipient of many warm 
congratulations by those who had watched 
the trial of the case from the beginning. He 
was the trial counsel in the case, like a bar- 
rister in England. He was retained by 
Choate, Hanford & Larocque, Delahunty’s 
attorneys. 

There is no doubt whatever that something 
far more important than the mere question 
of the amount he considered his services were 
worth made Delahunty forsake the man 
whose friendship he had enjoyed for fifteen 
years. The secret story behind that rupture 
may never be told, at least while certain per- 
sons live. 

Delahunty, as his counsel. expressed it in 
his address to the jury, felt that his reputa- 
tion as a man and a lawyer, and, in fact, his 
life, depended upon the outcome of this suit.

Trouble Breaks Out Afresh. 


The trouble broke out afresh two weeks 
ago, when charges against Prendergast were 
made by his lieutenant, and he was suspend- 
ed. He will appear before the civil service 
commission today to answer charges of in- 
| toxication and faflure to attend to his duties. 

When Prendergast was suspended he de- 
nied that ne had touched intoxicants in the 
last twelve years. He in turn charged his 
lieutenant with incomipetency and with fa- 
voring politicians who sought to ald crim- 
mals arrested in the district. He asserted 
he was being jobbed because he had ar- 
rested a negro named Bowers, who was ac- 
cused of attacking little girls attending the 
Raymond school. After the negro was re- 
leaged Prendergast had him rearrested and 
held to the grand jury, which criticised Lieut. 
Mulcahy for releasing the negro. .

the death of the customer. 

Furthermore, under tue pure food bill any 
article of food is deemed to be misbranded 
“if it be an imitation of or offered for sale 
eg 2 distinctive name of another arti- 
cle.“ “if it be labeled or branded so as to 
ee or mis lead the purehasef, or, finally, 
“ff the package containing it or its label 
shall bear any statement, design, or device 
regarding ingredients or substances con- 
tained therein, which statement, design, or 
device shall be false or misleading in any 
particular. 85 


May Weed Out Bogus Products. 


If this section of the bill is adopted, as 
seems likely, it will put a stop to the sale of 
metres potted chicken and imitation turtle 
soup. It would interfere materially with 
one of the “ by-products” sources of rev- 
enue of the packers, but im the long run it 
would do them no real harm perhaps. There 
seems to be no reason why chopped up meat 
from beéf bone is not as healthy and as pal- 
atable as the most artisticall> deviled chick- 
en, and the best soups the world over have 
been mede by old fashioned cooks from old 
fashioned stock prepared direct from beef 
bones themselves. 

It is the belief of experts at the depart- 
ment of agriculture and of all those who have 
studied the subject that there are three 
things which are necessary to the regenera- 
tion of the packing business in América. 
One is the passage of a pure food law which 
will punish fraud and the surreptitious use 
of diseased meat. The second is the passage 
of a satisfactory inspection law which will 
enable federal officials to do before and at 
the time of slaughter what cannot be done 
when the product is completed. 

Sanitary Inspection Essential. 

In the third place, as all experts here rec- 
ognize, there must be hand in hand with these 
federal precautions a satisfactory and sweep- 
ing system of general sanitary inspection by 
the local authorities, who should work hand 
in hand with the United States officials, re- 
port to them ‘glaring insanitary conditions 
which might exist in the surroundings of the 
buildings or in the personal habits of work- 
men on thé outside. 

With these three things—a pure food law, 
a complete federal inspection, and an honest 
local sanitary supervision—it seems to be al- 
most evident that all meat can be restored 
to the position it held in the markets of the 
world. There is a feeling here that the pack 
ers owe it to themselves to codperate with the 
government in every possible step toward 
the restoration of confidence, and a good deal 
of surprise is expressed here that the packers

SENATE PASSES NAVAL BILL. 


‘Measure 6 a of 
$103,117, 670—Conference Report 
on Rate Bill Considered. 


Washington, D. C., une 5.— The senate to- 
day passed the naval appropriation bill and 
also gave considerable attention to the con- 
ference report on the railroad rate bill. The 
only important amendment made to the. 
naval bill was one requiring the secretary of 
the navy to submit the plans of the proposed 
big warship to congress before proceeding 
with its consideration. The bill carries a 
total appropriation of $108, 117,670. 

There is no doubt that the rate bill will be 
sent back to conference. Senator Tillman 
admitted there were some changes in con- 
ference which could not be justified under 
the rules, but said they had been necessary 
in order to make the bill harmonious. 

Senator Foraker criticised the changes in 
the anti-pass provision, the addition compell- 
ing connections with lateral lines and the 
omission of the provision regarding “ Jim 
Crow cars.

HAS SEEN‘ HARD SERVICE. 


Postmaster General ; Says 
Trial Is Spitework. 


| New York, June 5,—[Special. }—Capt. Rob- 
ert F. Wynne of the United States marine 
corps, son of Robert J. Wynne, former post- 
master general, now consul genera! at Lon- 
don, is on trial before a court martial on the 
crulser Pennsylvania in the Brooklyn navy 
yard on a charge of insubordination. 

Capt. Wynne le a young chap, about 30 


as 4 fighter in the field and elsewhere. His 
fighting qualities in the field, he showed in 
Cuba, Philippines, and China. He is one of 
the officers who whipped a lot of Venetians 
in @ café in Venice in 1902. 

The complainant against Capt. Wynne in 
the present case is Lieutenant Commander 
Bryan of the battleship Alabama. It grows 
cut of the incident that occurred on that ship 
last Thursday morning. 

Capt. Wynne, who commands the marines 
ot. the Alabama, had been assigned to a 
court martial that day, which was to meet 
on the Diana at 10 o’clock. There was a call 
to quarters sounded on the Alabama at 9:30 
o’clock. Capt: Wynne did not appear, and 
Commander Bryan sent a private to find out 
the reason of his absence. 


Fails to Answer Call to Quarters. 


Capt. Wynne was in the act of shaving and 
told the private that he was dressing to 
attend the court martial. Commander Bryan 
then sent Lieut. Newton of the marines with 
an order for Wynne to come on deck in- 
stantly. 
came angry and pulled out a revolver and 
used threatening language when his shaving 
was interrupted the second time. When this 
was reported to Commander Bryan he or- 
dered the lieutenant to take two men and 
use force if necessary to bring him. It is 
even alleged that Commander Bryan’s order 
was to drag Capt. Wynne on deck, but 
this Commander Bryan denies. At any rate, 
Capt. Wynne went peaceably enough to be 
placed under arrest for insubordination. 
It is alleged by Capt. Wynne, as his de- 
fense, that his understanding of the naval 
regulations was that an officer assigned to 
court martial duty did not have to perform 
any other duties except those arising from 
emergency, in which case the commanding 
officer must give reason in writing. This 
Commander Bryan did not do. 

Capt. Wynne was represented today by 
Lawyer Theall of Washington, who hel 
defend Admiral Schley. All of the officers, 
attired in suits of spotiess white duck, with 
gold shoulder straps, sat around a table in 
the captain's cabin of the Pennsylvania 
while the witnesses were examined. Capt. 
Wynne faced them, seated beside his counsel. 


Conflicting Testimony Given. 


There was some contradictory testimony 
as to just what the order Commander Bryan 
had given Lieut. Newton was. The latter 
swore positively that Commander Bryan’s 
order was to drag Capt. Wynne from his 
cabin if necessary. He was sure the word 

drag had been used, while Commander 
Bryan was positive it hadn't been used. 

It came out in the testimony that Capt. 
Wynne had told the officers sent to get him 
that he wouldn't go on deck for all the officers 
on the ship. That was after the pri- 
vate had failed to get him on deck. Lieut. 


Bryan, the latter told him to take 
two men “ and drag Capt. Wynne to the quar- 
ter deck.“ Lieut. Newton took two men and 
went to Capt. Wynne’s cabin. 

„ told Capt. Wynne that the executive 
officer wanted him on deck and that I had two 
men to drag him there. My orders were to 
use force if necessary. Capt. Wynne became 
angry then. He said no one would drag him 
on deck, and he used violent language.“ 

There was a long argument then because 
the judge advocate wanted to ask the witness 
if Wynne had used an insulting epithet. 
The court martial retired to take a vote of 
propriety on the question and decided not to 
allow it. 

Victim of a Sunstroke. 

Capt. Wynne did not take the stand today, 
but the defense put in a certificate of the 
surgeon general of the navy to the effect 
that Capt. Wynne had suffered a severe 
sunstroke while on a march to Peking dur- 
ing the boxer uprising, and that this had 
added to his excitability and would, in a 
measure, account for his bad judgment. Capt. 
Wynne has denied, in his answer to the 
charge, that he drew a revolver, and this 
did not seem to be borne out by’ the testi- 
mony.

With four energetic republican candidates 
for Judge Carter’s place on the county bench 
the republican organization wishes to avoid 
filling this place by appointment, allowing it 
to remain open until filled by the November 
election. 

State Chairman Roy O. West is to ascer- 
tain from Judge Carter whether he proposes 
to relinquish hie county position as soon as 
he has been declared elected, or if he will 
remain in charge of the County court. The 
Supfeme court adjourns this month until 
October. 

In case Judge Carter resigns it is proposed 
to have the county clerk invite county judges 
‘from neighboring counties. to occupy the 
Cook county bench and thus avoid the neces- 
sity of making a temporary appointment. 
Gov, Deneen agrees with this plan. 


Candidates in the Field. 

Lewie Rinaker, a member of the last leg- 
islature; W. W. Wheelock, attorney for the 
election board; W. H. McSurely, also a mem- 
ber of the last legislature; and John Hous- 
ton, president of the board of election com- 
missioners, are candidates for the nomina- 
tion'to succeed Judge Carter. 

To appoint any one of the four, it is thought, 
would be to give him an unfair advantage 
over the others. To appoint a man who has 
no intention of seeking the place permanent- 
ly would be an injustice to him. For these 
reasons the organization desires to avoid an 
appointment. 

Mr. Rinaker will have the support of the 
north town and Lake View for the county 
bench or for chief justice of the municipal 
courts. Mr. Houston is the most recent 
N for the county place, he having the sup- 

of the northwest side republicans. Mr. 
McSurely was one of the candidates for the 
nomination given to George A. Carpenter, 
elected Circuit court judge op Monday. He 
withdrew in favor of John F. Holland, with 
the understanding that he should be the 
Hyde Park candidate for the county bench. 

The questions presented by these candi- 
dacies have been considered in the republican 
‘conferences along with others relating to 
other county places.

THREE GUILTY PARTIES. 

The perusal ofthe Reynolds · Neill report 
tes inspired Mayor Dunne with another 
municipal ownership project. It is that the 
city shall have a slaughtering plant “ op- 
erated on sanitary lines and under strict 
regulation,“ where the packers aball be com- 
pelled to kill their cattle and prepare meat 
for the public. The mayor can see only one 
obstacle. That is the lack of funds. 
sround that, he says, and the whole prob- 
lem will be solved. Blessed are the en- 
thusiasts. 

For nearly eighteen years the stockyards 
territory has been within the city limits 
and the municipal government has had com- 
plete power “ to regulate the management 
and construction of packing houses in that 
territory. It has had power to regulate the 
inspection of meats. If the municipal au- 
thorities had not slept on their rights there 
would be no insanitary conditions in the 
packing houses today. When the mayor 
speaks of the operation of a municipal abat- 
toir “ on sanitary lines one may profitably 
reflect on the long years of municipal neglect 
of the simplest principles of sanitation at 
the stockyards. It is much easier for local 
officials to give advice and directions to 
packers about the management of their busi- 
ness than it would be for them to run any 
pert of the business themselves. As the 
local government has failed to perform the 
easier duty its ability to cope with the more 
dificult task may well be questioned. 

Mayor Dunne is nothing if not illogical. 
He reasons thet because the municipal gov- 

ernment did not take sufficient interest in 
cleanliness to make the private owners of 
slaughtering plants manage them decently, 
therefore it would run a plant of its own 
in such a manner as to defy criticism. He 
may believe this who pleases, There are 
few who will please. 

The best excuse the packers can offer for 
many of the evils pointed out by Messrs. 
Reynolds and Neill is that the local authori- 
ties did not put the spur into them. They 
were not made to understand that there was 
a new science—that of sanitation. Some 
of the conditions in the packing houses 
which are abhorrent now did not seem so 
thirty years ago. Provision is made for the 
comfort and convenience of workers in 
downtown stores and offices which was un- 
thought of until a comparatively recent 
period. No sanitary inspector visited. the 
packing houses to demand reform, and 
everything remained in the old uncivilized 
state. 

The new buildings which the increase of 
business has forced the packers to erect are 
better than the old ones, but the latter, 
faulty in construction though they were, re- 
mained in use. The packers were so in- 
different or so stingy that they did not tear 
down wooden structures which were soaked 
with the grease and offal of thirty years. 
They have paid no attention to house clean- 
ing and for years nobody has said a word 
about the lack of it. The inspector has just 
put in an appearance and has found much 
dirt. The public has learned that sanitary 
science has not reached the packing houses 
and ie shocked thereat. : 

The packers must hasten to do what the 
municipal government ought to have made 
them do years ago. It is a reproach to the 
city that the national government, which, 
as a matter of strict law, has no control 
over sanitation in packing houses, should 
contemplate legislation to cure evils the 
municipal authorities should not have per- 
mitted to exist. The authorities instead of 
professing sudden zeal for reform at the 
stockyards—there is to be an immediate 
and searching inspection to ascertain 
whether health and building ordinances are 
being violated—ought to have accompanied 
it with profound apologies for past indiffer- 
ence. 

The state of [illinois has been equally in- 
different. It bas made provision for an in- 
spection of workshops where cigars, arti- 
ficial flowers, purses, and a few articles of 
wearing apparel are made. It seems to have 
been the impression that packing houses 
could not need inspectiqn. Speaker Cannon 
dropped a remark the other day about “ the 


failure of the forty-five sovereign states 


to exercise their jurisdiction touching all 
matters not granted to the federal govern- 
ment. He ascribed this to the desire of the 
citizens of the respective states to cast upon 
the national government the duties that 
state governments should perform. The 
state has plenary power over the great meat 
industry which has grown up within its 
confines. It has authority to supervise and 
luepect. If it had exercised its authority or 
iad compelled city officials to discharge their 
duty there would be nostockyards scandals. 
The packers are not alone responsible for 
them. The city and state cannot be held 
guiltless. : 


AN ENGLISH REFORMER’S NOTION. 

The worst drink-cursed nation on the 
globe is England, if the statistics upon 
which sound investigation is forced to de- 
pend are correct. No American ever visits 
that country, or, in fact any other on the 
continent, without feeling that his own peo- 
ple are far in the van of progress so far as 
real temperance is concerned. The Amer- 
lean travelers, even when far from home 
and relieved from the restraints which local 
environment places upon them, are noted 
fur their abstinence, when they are com- 
pared with the residents of those countries 
who are seen in the cafés and gardens. This 
temperate condition, relatively considered, 
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ell in this way betrays lack of knowledge, 
paucity of intellect, and serious lack of 
epostie of reform who seeks to advance a 
When William Lloyd Garrison was re- 
buked for his flery speeches in favor of 


abolition he used to say, Brother, I have to 
| be all on fire, for there are mountains of ice | 
all around me to melt.” It is perfectly true 


that the real reformer must be filled with 
geal for the cause he represents, He must 
preach in season and out of season. He 
must say severe and cutting things to arouse 


the opposition which always encourages the 


sealot to increased activity and ultimate 
success. But, at the same time, he must 
have prudence and coolness of judgment. 
He must verify his facts if he is to strike 
telling blows. As he assumes a position in 
advance of others whom he seeks to bring 
to his side, he must inspire confidence and 
command respect. This he never can do

It is not because of the 
fact that the duke is a pretender that Pius 
X. and Leo XIII. have declined to receive 
him, but on account of his personal record 
and behavior. Don Carlos, the legitimist 
pretender to the throne of Spain, and Dom 
Miguel of Braganza, the pretender to the 
crown of Portugal, are both occasional vis- 
itors to the vatican, and are invariably re- 
ceived with royal honors. But not even all 
the influence that people so high in the favor 
of the church as the baron of Charrette, 
former general of the papal army, nor yet the 
entreaties of the widowed countess of Paris 
and of the imperial relatives of the duchess 
of Orleans, have been able to secure from 
the supreme head of the church the compli- 
ment of a private or even public audience to 
the duke of Orleans, such as is granted to any 
American citizen, be he protestant of Catho- 
lic, who comes to the vatican properly recom- 
merded by some Catholic dignitary in this

Count Adalbert Sternberg, who, according 
to the cable dispatches from Vienna, has been 
calling upon the emperor from his seat in 
parliament to abdicate and “to vacate a 
throne which he had become too infirm, 
physically as well as mentally, to occupy any 
longer with safety to the nation,“ is a noble- 
man who has not only been turned out of the 
Austrian army for questionable conduct in 
coprection with a gambling transaction but 
has likewise been made the object of an cx- 
traordinary general order issued by the min- 
ister of war in accordance with the directions 
of the monarch. It was an order to the effect 
that no officer of the imperial army or navy 
need henceforth take any account of charges 
or utterances made by Adalbert Sternberg, 


or consider it nécessary to call him to account | 


by means of challenging him to a duel. 

In a word, Count Sternberg, who is an un- 
worthy scion of one of the most illustrious 
and historic houses of Europe, has been pro- 
nounced by his sovereign and by the govern- 
ment of his country to be incapable of grant- 
ing, and consequently of demanding, satis- 
faction, of exchanging pistol shots, or of 
crossing swords with any man of honor. 

It is the only instance within the memory of 
the present generation of the issue, either in 
Austria or anywhere else in Europe, of an 
official general order such as this, which 18 
virtually equivalent to a sentence of social 
ostracism. 

— 

Count Sternberg is not altogether unknown 
in this country, which he visited about four 
years ago, publishing on his return a book 
about America quite the reverse of compli- 
mentary. Previous to that he had achieved 
notoriety in connection with the war in South 
Africa, He had taken part in the latter as 
a foreign mercenary under the Boer flag. In 
one of the minor engagements he participated 
in a disgraceful surrender, but was so clever 
ana eloquent in persuading his captors that 
he was merely a noncombatant Austrian 
robleman and half pay officer of the imperial 
army endeavoring to pick up, as spectator, 
some experience of actual warfare, that he 
was set at liberty, allowed to proceed by rail 
ta Capetown, and to embark thence without 
let or hindrance for England en route to 
Austria. 

On reaching London he became acquainted 
with some members of parliament, to whom 
he told the same story that he had related to 
the English general by whom he was cap- 
tured. Not only did they believe him but 
they were so much interested in his account 
of the military operations in the field that 
they gave a dinner at the house of commons 
In bis honor for the purpose of enabling him 
to meet the premier, Arthur Balfour, and 
several other members of the administration. 

It was while this banquet was in progress 
that Balfour was called away from the table 
aud informed that Sternberg had lied, that he 
had been fighting under the Boer flag against 
the English, and that he had only managed 
to get away from South Africa under falso 
pretenses. The premier did not resume his 
place at the table, from which he hurriedly 
summoned his colleagues, and then caused 
the count to be informed that unless he had 
left England by the first continental train 
or the next morning he would be arrested and 
shipped back to Africa as a prisoner of war.

Mr. McAdoo has distinct ideas about the 
relations of the press and the police and the 
press and the people. It may be beside the 
issue to go into them. He shows that heis 
aware of the acute suffering which a news- 
paper may inflict when he says: 

A public man of the widest reputation is known 
personally to a comparatively few in a great city 
like New York. The impression of him will be 
largely that which they gather from newspapers. 
If he ie the victim of continuous and what might be 
called artistic misrepresentation, he, of course, 
‘will be misunderstood and misjudged, and he must 
rely solely on the approbation of his own conscience 
and wait for the vindication of time. If he were 
to ask my advice I would tell him not to read the 
newspapers or to read little of them, and to confine 
himself to those positive statements which allege 
facts with regard to police conditions and make 
specific charges aé to criminal occurrences or a 
‘prevalence of vice by collusion with the police. If 
he has not the capacity to discriminate between 
what is news and what is not news, what is essen- 
tial and what is political and for effect, he had 
better delegate the reading of the newspapers to 
his subordinates. If he is gotng to shift his policy 
with every change in the editorials, it will be the 
old fable of the two men who rode the donkey 
and then carried the donkey, and then finally threw 
the donkey in the stream—only in this instance he 
will be playing the role of donkey. 

Mr. McAdoo writes of the police condi- 
tions as he found them, and the reader who 
will follow. the pages bearing upon that sub- 
ject will have a much clearer idea of the 
difficulties of creating an operative, loyal, 
and intelligent, and honest police force than 
he ever had before. As to courage, McAdoo 
bears witness that is seldom lacking, and in- 
deed that is easy to believe. He believes that 
the police commissioner is an overworked 
man, that his time largely is taken up with 
immaterial labors or labors which should be 
delegated to some one else. “If the quali- 
fications for the office are solely those of a 
housekeeper, bookkeeper, or foreman,” he 
says, it can easily be filled.”

The chapter on politics and 
the police, in spite of Mr. McAdoo’s ever 
ready sense of humor, appears to present some 
serious questions for consideration. 

Politics, he says, ought te have nothing more 
te do with the police force than has the question 
of religious belief, and wherever it touches the 
department nothing but evil ensues. It paralyzes 
the police arm for the enforcement of the law; it 
pute merit to the rear, and incompetency and dis- 
honesty to the front. The country at large has 
at All times been opposed to politics in the army 
or navy, but after some experience with the navy 
department and the police, I have no hesitation 
in saying that I think politics is worse for the 
latter than for the army or navy. It is a greater 
crime against the public to transfer an honest 
captain from an important precinct and put in 
his place a weak or dishonest one than to send 
an officer with « political or personal pull and 
no merit to some fancy assignment in Europe. 
Moreover, the police, as 4 political machine, is 
much more powerful than the army or navy. If 
a political organization were given the option of a 
large election fund, amounting to a large sum of 
money, or complete control of the police machine, 
I am quite sure that an astute politician would 
choose the latter. 


If all the dishonest elements in the police force 
were to be rallied under one banner, either for 
favors or a share in the plunder, and should go 
unitedly Into action on behalf of @ candidate or 
party, they would become a most powerful factor 
in all elections and a positive menace to free gov- 
ernment. It is, therefore, absolutely ¢ssential to 
the public weal, te honest government and fair 
elections, to clean administration and an impar-| 
tial enforcement of the laws, that the administra. 
tion of the police department should be absolutely 
and wholly nonpolitical. 


A commissioner who will agree to allow certain 
influences to name the inspectors, captains, and 
others for different assignments, or who will make 

transfers on the suggestion of interested peo- 
ple and without any knowledge as to their wis-

At the Nile’s Source. 


We first made our way to a certain lofty 
point which overlooks the Nile in both direc- 
tions, giving a fine panoramic view of 10 
first: splendid sweep to the north, between 
high, wooded banks; an impressive sight! 
Then partly retracing our steps we made our 
way down to a rocky peninsular which juts 
out into the Falls of Ripon and enables one 
to come within touching distance of the great 
green swirl of water that curis without a 
ripple over the edge of the first descent. The 
falls are really more cataracts than anything 
else, as the water rushes over an inclined 
plane of jagged rocks with little that could 
be called a fall. 

A large colony of vultures were perched 
on the shores and bowlders not far away. 
A little beyond them my guide pointed out 
the nostrils of several hippopotami who were 
lying close under the surface of the water: 
all that was visible of them being these 
breathing holes, while across the rushing 
torrent his more practiced eyealso saw lying 
near a quiet pool a giant crocodile. To me 
it looked like some gnarled log. I dipped my 
hand in the rushing waters, which looked 
Uke molten beryl, to get the blessing of the 
Nile, and thought of the immense journey 
that the drops that slipped through my 
fingers were to take. : 


Ice Unknown Here. 


Then we climbed the steep bank of red 
and siippery clay and wended our way back 
to the house of my guide and host. Here, 
being very warm and thirsty, we partook of 
the only alternative for whisky And soda 
in thie country, lime juice and lukewarm 
soda, lce being utterly unknown this side of 
Mombasa on the sea. We then i a 
very fine leopard cub, a beautiful spotted 
creature whose hour of doom was drawing 
near. He was so large as to be soon gei- 
ting dangerous, while even then he attracted 
wild leopards who came sniffing around the 
house nightly. Through the wooden bars 
of the box in which he was kept he looked 
like a splendid, dappled golden cat. But 
one didn't care to caress him. 

When we returned to the ship the air was 
already sneezingly redolent with the cargo 
of Chilis we were shipping [the parent of 
cayenne pepper], @ pungent, not digsagree- 
able, but tickling odor. 

Expressing great interest in the hippos of 
the lake I was told that I was likely to hear 
the soft, musical, rather plaintive grunt of 
two or three which nightly haunted the har- 
bor. Sol tried to stay awake, butsthe lap- 
ping of the water against the ship’s side was 
too soothing and 1 soon fell asleep to be 
waked up by a small lemur, pet of one of 
the passengers, which jumped with its four 
clammy human paws full on my face. I 
knew instantly what it was, a most exquisite 


silky and gentile little beast, so the first 


shock passed, and after letting the creature 
curl up in a hollow at my feet, I again went 


to sleep, to awake only in the full, rosy 


flush of a tropical dawn. 


Kavirondas Naked but Moral. 


The trip across the lake the next day was 
delightful. We were hardly ever out of sight 
of land. From the mainland or from the nu- 
merous islands thet dot Victoria Nyanza we 
saw many clouds of the small flies or insects 
common to the lake district rising in spirals, 
blown by the wind into what looked 
water spouts. Fortunately none drifted our 


way. 

That night we anchored in Kisumu bay 
and drew up to the dock at Port Florence 
next morning. As the train did not leave 
there till half past 11 I had pienty of time 
to visit the Kavironda market, one of the 
extraordinary sights of East Africa. As I 
have related in a previous letter, the Kavi- 
rondas are the tribe living on the northeast 
shores of Lake Victoria, a tall, fine looking, 
well developed race which is chiefly distin- 
guished from the other East African tribes to 
be seen along the Uganda railway by the fact 
that the men and women wear absolutely no 
clothes, not even the customary loin cloth, 
in spite of which they are said to be the most 
moral of the peoples of that region.

Commissioner Wolf and others appear to 
have the impression that the California law 
holding stockholders liable for the full 
amount of the loss could be made to apply to 
an Illinois corporation.

“Talk of rehabilitating the Traders’ is 
bosh. There appears to be no course left 
but for the claime to be fought out in the 
courts. It was to avoid this expense and 
delay, largely, that I sought the compro- 
mise.
